Most Eminent Grand Master: In accepting this 
proud position to which my fraters have called 
me my first thought is that, while I must yield to 
many of my fratersin power to discharge its im- 
portant duties, yet to none dol yield the meas- 
ure of my appreciation of the high honor so gen- 
erously conferred. A leader of men is a leader 
only when he has grown out of their own wants 
and careful thinking. as the fruit grows 
out of the heart of the tree. Such a 
man will lift and place upon a high- 
er level the men who ch him. Mutual 
reflection and inspiration of character—this is 
the secret of growth in our common livelihood. 
This is the only solution of the problem how to 
grow larger in spirit as we grow older in years. 
We preserve the youth of Templarism only by 
each year adding something to its inner life. 

Unless there be something origina] in a work it 
is only a copy. Are we as men, as Knights Tem- 
plar, anything more than copyists of the valiant 
Sir Knights of the middle ages? Their mission 
was to rescue the sepulcher of the Son of Man 
from the Saracens. Our grander mission is in 
his name to give cups of sold water to his little 
ones, not, Sir Knights simply to give the cup of 
cold water, but to give it in his spirit—the spirit 
of kindness, tenderness, and‘sympathy. In what- 
ever cause Knight Templarism had its origin, its 
only reason for existence today is its power to 
shape men. Men are not asking today how far 
back into the past does your history extend, but 
bow far-reaching is your present every-day life.

As will be seen from the above statement 
the bulk of the expenditures are forced upon 
the company on account of the World's Fair, 
but there can be no reasonable doubt but that 
these expenditures will result in a profitable 
return to the railroad company. 

In the notice to stockholders informing them 
of the above action Secretary Hackstaff says: 

**The site of the former passenger station 
in Chicago, owned jointly with the Michigan 
Central, having been found inadequate, and 
the business of ‘this company requiring it, the 
erection of a fire-proof building for general 
offices in connection with the passenger sta- 
tion has been undertaken, at an estimated 
cost of $1,000,000 for both, on a site to be pro- 
vided by removing the Weldon shops. Al- 
though no contracts have been concluded, 
there is reason to expect that the railways 
using this company’s tracks in Chicago will 
use the station and pay adequate rents there- 
for. Theerection of new shops at Burnside, 
ten miles further south, has been undertaken 
on a plan which will admit of gradually con- 
centrating in one place the werkof the ma- 
chinery department. This has heretofore 
been done at great disadvantage in various 
small shops which have become overcrowded 
and cannot be economically enlarged. 

“The holding of the World's Columbian 
Exposition at Jackson Park, a triangular body 
of land lying between Lake Michigan, the IIli- 
nois Central, and our South Chicago railroads, 
has determined the direction of the growth of 
Chicago southward, and has made it necessary 
to raise nearly two and a half miles of this 
railway above the grade of the streets entering 
the park from the west. The outlay for that 
purpose, including the depression and. repay 
ing of the streets, is estimated at $1,360,000, of of 
which $850,000 will be borne by other interests | 
benefited by the chauge. 

Must Be Thoroughly Equipped. 

As no other railway than the Illinois Cen- 
tral connects the City of Chicago with the site 
of the Exposition, improved passenger service 
must be provided over the eight miles which 
separate those places. The equipment re- 
quired for such service was last year estimated 
by a committee of engineers as fifty engines 
and 500 coaches, costing $2,100,000. While it 
is now certain that a much less sum will pro- 
vide all that will be needed, it is obvious that 
a large and somewhat uncertain outlay must 
be provided for this purpose at an 
early day. The number of passengers 
coming to Chicago during the Exposi- 
tion from distant points will be large, 
while the company’s passenger equipment is 
barely sufficient for present demands. Addi- 
tional coaches, baggage-cars, and engines 
must be purchased. The increase in the ex- 
ports of grain by way of New Orleans from 
5,000,000 bushels in 1890 to 23,000,000 in 1891-2 
will require the erection of an elevator at that 
point, and the growth of the traffic in other 
respects has compelled the building of a new 
freight house and of a train-shed adjoining the 
new passenger station. 

Grade crossings are beimg interlocked, 
block signals are being introduced, and other 
minor works are under way and in contem- 
plation at various points. 

** While the greater part of the outlay is for 
matters connected with the passenger service 
and chiefly in and around Chicago, it must 
be borne in mind that in the last four years 
the earnings from that source have increased 
from $3,037,743 in 1888.89, to $4,388,269 in 
1891-’92, and that the suburban business in 
and out of Chicago has furnished more than 
its share of the increase, having grown from 
$464,534 in 1888-89 to $762,017 in 189192.“

Tawa, W. I., Aug: 11.—Barrancais, on 
the Orinoco, was captured by the government 
troops after a desperate fight yesterday. Dur- 
ing the engagement Gen. Valdez, in command 
of the legalists, received a mortal wound. The 
Crespists retired in good order, and were reor- 
ganized by Gen. Deecharm. They 
advanced on Barrancais this morning, and 
took the town by assault. The fighting was 
of the most bloodthirsty character and the 
opposing troops were frequently engaged 
hand-to-hand, using machete, bayonet, and 
their rifles as clubs, The losses on both sides 
were heavy, but the exact number of killed 
and wounded is not known yet.

The Scheme Affords Secrecy. 

The scheme is, as the clerk said, new in Chi- 
cago, but it flourishes in New York and is not 
unknown in St. Louis. The advantages of 
having mail addressed so that the wrong per- 
son will not see it is patent to many people 
who require secrecy and the promoters of the 
enterprise are probably right in their antici- 


‘pations of a steadily increasing patronage. 


The project opens out bright prospects to per- 
sons who receive letters they do not want 
relatives or friends or associates to have the 
handling of. All such ones have to 
do is to rent private boxes, have the mail 
they want others to be kept ignorant of sent 
to that box, and the object is accomplished. 
Secrecy can be carried so far by the system 
that the person who writes need not know the 
name of his or her correspondent, as all the 
address that is necessary is the street number 
and the number of the private box. 

Postmaster Sexton is disposed to look with 
suspicion and displeasure on this enterprising 
ally of Uncle Sam's postal system, but 
acknowledges that he sees no way whereby he 
can prevent it from doing business. 

“We can stop the delivery of letters we 
have reason to believe are sent for fraudulent 
or illegal purposes, he said yesterday, but 
that is about as far as our authority extends. 
We can also prevent any private person or 
corporation engaging in the postal business, 
bat we must deliver all letters which are on 
their face regular to the address given, 
if we can find it, and if a person chooses to 
have hie mail sent to this place, instead of his 
regular place of business, there is nothing for 
us to. do but send it there. We refuse to rent 
boxes at the Postoffice. when we have reason 
to believe that they are being used for wrong 
purposes, but thas is about as far as our 
espionage over letters not. positively known to 
be obscene, or written with intent to defraud, 
will go. Of course, a scheme like this one is 
simply for the purpose of allowing people to 
receive mail they do not want other people to 
see, but the promoters of it are inside the 
law.“ 

Advantages of the Private Box. 

The ownership of a private letter-box 
of this sort opens up vast possibilities 
to those who want to take advantage 
of it. By means of 1 box 
the cashier who is afraid to have his employ- 
ers know the full character of his correspond- 
ence for fear it might cause them to look into 
his accounts too closely needs only to hire a 
private letter-box aid have only his weekly 
religious paper and some similar mail sent to 
his office. 

Dunning letters, even if they had a skull 
and cross-bones printed on the envelope, need 
cause no tremor to the recipient if sent to an ad- 
dress like this,and the young man who lives by 
his wits and feels the needs of a business ad- 
dress can get one for the small sum of 50 
cents a month. In fact, there is no end of 
suggestions as to the uses a private letter- 
box may be applied to.

MUST REDUCE MONEY-ORDER SALARIES. 


Enforcement of Anti-Lottery Law Cuts Off 
New Orleans Postoffice Revenue. 

New Orzreans, La., Aug. 11.—[Special.]}— 
The effect of the Anti-Lottery law vigorously 
enforced continues to be felt in the New Or- 
leans Postoffice. Last month the receipts from 
money orders, postal notes, etc., fell ma- 
terially beiow the amount of the salaries in 
the department. The result has been that 
Postmaster Eaton has received instructions 
from the Postmaster-General to reduce the 
salaries of all the clerks in that division ex- 
cept two, Maj. Eaton stated that the result 
of the lottery being excluded from the United 
States mails knocked off $103,000 per annum. 
When the lottery was in full blast the busi- 
ness was three times what itis now. Some 


time ago Maj. Eaton was notified to dispense 


with thirty of the clerks, which he did.

‘TANK GLASS FURNACE NOT PATENTED. 


Cham bers-McKee Company Wins Over the 
Siemens Heirs. 

Prrrepure, Pa., Aug. 11.—An 88 
opmion was handed down by J udg Buffing- 
ton in the United States Circuit Court today; 
Judge Achesion concurring, It was in case 
of George H. Benjamin, Alexander Sie- 
mens, and others, trustees of the es- 
tate of Sir William Siemens, 
ceased, of Westminister, England, 
the Cham bers-McKee Glass company of Jean- 
nette. The suit was brought at the November 
term of the United States Circuit Court in 
1890, and the arguments were heard by Judge 
Buffington. The plaintiffs alleged in this 
bill of complaints that the de- 
fendant company had infringed upon 
the patent right for a tank furnace 
used inthe manufacture of glass; that the 
patent was granted to C. W. Siemens in Eu- 
gland, Nov. 22, 1879, and an American patent 


later was granted the complainant in this 


country. The claim was that the patent was 
for a regenerative gas furnace, having a tank 
of sufficient depth for the purposes described, 
and that there wasa distinctive process for 
making glass. 

While many glass manufacturers of this 
country are using the process ora similar one, 
the test case of the English and German com- 
plainants was made in the present litigation 
against the defendants named. The case has 
been fought with the best of counsel on each 
side.

COPPER MINE IN JAPAN FLOODED. 


Sixty Miners “Reported Drowned—Ameri- 
can Ship North American Lost, 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 11.—[ Special. 
The steamship City of Rio Janeiro arrived to- 
day, twenty-two days from Hongkong and 
fourteen from Yokohama, The Innai copper 
mine in Akitaken, Japan, was inundated July 
14 by a sudden overflow of the River Ginzan. 
Nearly all the buildings near the mine were 
washed away, and according to some accounts 
sixty miners were drowned, At last accounts 
the water in the mine had not subsided suf- 
ficiently to allow the bodies to be recovered. 

Lieut. Arthur Cawston committed suicide 
July 3, shooting himself through the head on 
board H. M. Penguin at Shanghai. A 
naval court of inquiry found he shot himself 
while temporarily insane. 

The new Japanese man-of-war Akitsuhima 
was launched with great ceremony at Yoko- 
suka July 7. The launching was witnessed by 
the Emperor and a number of foreign naval 
officers of high rank. 7 

July 25 a Japanese burglar entered the 
house of a money lender named Susaki at 
Tokio, and while engaged in removing coin 
from a desk was surprised. by Mrs. Susaki.

Indications That Prices Will Go Up 25 to 
50 Cents a Ton Sept. 1 and That There 
Will Be a Further Increase in October 
or November—Interesting Story Told by 
the Postoffice People Regarding a 
Thrifty Pastor of Louisville, Ill.—Kicked 
to Death by a Horse, 

A circular letter has been received by many 
people during the week in which was con- 
tained the following prediction: 

“The price on coal for the month of August 
is $7 per ton for eng, range, and nut, and $6.75 


for large egg. This, in our opinion, is the 


lowest price at whicn coal can be bought this 
season, and the indications are that there will 
be an advance of from 25 to 50 cents a ton 
Sept. 1, and possibly another advance in Octo- 
‘ber or November, and as prices are made but 
from month to month you will be unable to 
contract for any future delivery.“ 

The circular is significant in that it is is- 
gued by a coal company able by reason of its 
extensive business connections to form an ex- 
cellent judgment of the coal situation. Its 
views do not differ from the great majority 
of men who are engaged in the trade in this 
city. Some of the largest dealers think coal 


after September will be boosted 25 or 50 cents 


every month until January. The last meet- 
ing of sales agents held in New York at the 
énd of July was attended by several of the 
western representatives of the combine. The 
action of that meeting in making no advance 
‘for August was a complete surprise. It was 
reported that the action was in some degree 
due to the influence of the western men. They 
urged that trade in the West was 
unsatisfactory and that it required to be stim- 
ulated, which could be done by leaving prices 
alone for another thirty days. : 

This report could not be confirmed, as it is 
the policy of the Reading’ combine and all its 
adherents to say nothing. 
it is a fact, though, said a local dealer, 
that the trade needed stirring up. J ay the 
month in the year when jobbers shou a be 
active in operation, the number who stocked 
their yards was smali, comparatively. Many 
men in the businese declared they would not 
buy a quantity of coal, because the com- 
bine might knock the bottom out of 
prices as easily as they could put 
‘them up. They would undertake to 
supply their customers by purchasmg 
just enough for their daily wants. When the 
agents announced no raise in prices in August 
everybody reali we would have to pay 
the advance, which should have been made in 
September instead of August. And 80 
although thetrick is understood there isa 
good deal of stocking up.”’ 

Dealers say the retail trade is not satisfac- 
tory. The consumers who buy coal in large 
quantities are most of them people upon 
whom 50 cents or even $1 more a ton for coal 
isnot a burden. The monthly delivery sys- 
tem, however, is one which they cannot stand, 
because few dwellings contain cellar-room for 
b winter's supply of coal. 

This class of buyers, however, will probably 
appear in greater numbers during the next 
few years, and the subject of coal will be dis- 
missed from their minds before October. Of 
course, if predictions are realized, the suffer- 
ers from combine this winter will be poor 
people. if coal reaches $9.50 by January, as 
some dealers believe it will do, the retail price 
at the small yards will probably be at least a 
dollar more. Instances of a difference as 
great as that between the basket yard 
prices and the down town jobbers’ rate have 


already been reported.

JEWELRY AND DIAMONDS SCARCE, 


At Least They Must Be So, for the As- 
sessor Only Finds $58,762 Worth. 

That Kastern luxury and oriental magnifi- 
cence do not prevail in Illinois, but that its 
civilization is of a sturdy growth, is demon- 
strated by the reports of its various Assessors 
to the State Board of Equalization, made pub- 
lie yesterday. | 

These reports present a satisfactory picture 
of material wealth. There are long rows of 
figures showmg that Illinois is rich in farm- 
ing and mineral lands, in wheat, corn, rye, 
and barley, in horses, cattle, sheep, and hogs. 
The total of their valuation runs into the hun- 
dreds of millions. 

But where the item of “diamonds and jew- 
elry’’ is reached the simplicity of the people 
at once asserts iteelf. In all the broad State, 
from Cairo to Dunleith and Lake Michigan to 
the Mississippi, in the entire City of Chicago 
with its 1,250,000 inhabitants, and in its compan- 
ions of Peoria, Joliet, Quincy, Bloomington, 
and Springfield the total vaiue of all such 
gew-gaws and useless luxuries is $58,762, no 
more or less. ' 

And this must be correct because had there 
been more Assessors would surely have 
found it, 

There may be critics who will find fault with 
this showihg. There will be men who will 
point to the diamonds which glitter from 
Aldermanic shirt fronts, even when 
they wear negligee attire, and whose 
rays are reflected back across down- 
town bars from the stones in the 
bosoms of the mixers of drinks behind them. 
Again objectors will draw attention to the 
gems to be seen in the ears, at the throats, and 
on the fingers of Chicago women, even early 
in the morning when, clad in calico. they are 
down-town surveying the bargain counters or 
making purchases for the coming meals. 
Fau!'t-finders will point their fingers at the 
lively Board of Trade man as he comes on 
Change in the morning, and ask what it is 
that giitters so brightly upon his finger and 
from his necktie. 

But all these critics, objectors, and fault- 
finders must be mistaken. The Assessors. 
have declared that the total value of all the 
diamonds and jewelry in Illinois is $58,762, 
and the Assessors must be right. All orna- 
ments beyond this sum, no matterhow proud- 
ly worn, must be mere paste and brass or 
cheaply plated at the best. 


THEY MUST GET LIQUOR LICENSES, 


Internal Revenue Officers After Various 
“Drink Cure” Establishments. 

Since the Keeley bichloride of gold cure for 
drunkenness was brought to the attention of 
the publie nearly a dozen alleged gold cure 
concerns havé sprung up in Chicago. The 
most of these institutions use more or less 
whisky in their treatment, and for some 
weeks the Deputy Collectors in the interual 
revenue office have been hunting up the pro- 
prietors of these places and compelling them 
to take out special government tax stamps for 
the sale of liquor at retail. | 

The cost of these stamps is $25, but it was 
not to the cost the objection was raised so 
much as to the fact that all these institutes are 
put down by the revenue officers as retail 
liquor houses. They didn’t care to be known 
as liquor dealers. 

A delegation. of gold cure men called upon 
District-Attorney Milchrist and made an em- 
phatic protest against being compelled to pay 
the tax. One of the most earnest of the ob- 
jectors declared he would not pay and would 
test the case in court. Mr. Milchrist said the 
law was plain, compelling everybody retailing 
over five gallons of liquor to pay atax. No 
exception could be madeinthe case of the 
gold cure men, inasmuch as swindlers could 
start alleged gold cure institutes in every 
block and sell liquor without paying a cent of 


tax. 
The Keeley company has had considerable 


correspondence with the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with the result that the com- 
pany has taken outa government retail h- 
cense in every one of its forty or more branch 
institutions in the United States.

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M. DUMAS TURNS THE TABLES UPON 


OFFICER BAILEY, 


Arrested at the Palmer He Succeeds in 
Locking the Policeman in His Room 
and Escaping~He Wore Neither Hat 
Nor Coat, but No Trace of Him Has 
Been Found—Wanted in Boston for Al- 
leged Forgery~Other Local News Mat- 
ters. i 

E. G. C. B. Dumas, alias Dr. C. Moore, of 
Paris and New York, is a handsume young 
Frenchman who has to his credit the fooling 
of a Chicago detective. M. Dumas showed a 
clean pair of heels to Detective J.C. Bailey 
of the Central Station at the Palmer 
yesterday afternoon, and instead of being 
locked up by the detective he made a prisoner 
of his would-be captor. — 

Dr. C. Moore, as he registered, arrived at 
the Palmer Tuesday morning with four 
trunks, two handbags, two pair of fencing 
foils, a hat box, a half dozen 
canes, and, as many umbrellas and 
sundry articles. The new arrival was put bag 
and baggage into room No. 465. The doctor 
became popular around the house within 
twenty-four hours, through the liberal man- 
ner in which he slung dollars and half-dol- 
lars at the young men in blue uniform. 

At 20’clock yesterday afternoon Detective 
Bailey presented himself at the hotel counter 
with an order by telegraph from the Chief of 
Police of Boston for the arrest of one Dumas 
on a charge of forging a $650 check on the J. 
P. Lovell Arms company of Boston, The de- 
scription of the baggage tallied with 
that belonging to the occupant of 
room No. 465. Detective Bailey 
sat in the rotunda for half an hour and was 
rewarded by seeing Dr. Moore” step up to 
the counter for his key. Bailey tapped the 
man on the shoulder and explained his mis- 
sion. Dr. Moore protested against such 
an outrage, and finally suggested that the offi- 
cer go to his room in order that he might 
prove his innocence. He desired also to 
change his coat, he. said. Bailey 
went with bim to his room, 
and the doctor unlocked the room door, 
leaving the key outside, Once inside, the 
„doctor removed his coat and hat and then 
got the detective to stoop over and examine a 
trunk to prove the description was wrong. 
The instant Bailey had turned his attention to 
the luggage the Frenchman ran out the door 
and, closing it, turned the key and left the 
would-be captor a prisoner. 

Dumas or Dr. Mocre ran down the stairway 
and out the front door ke a professional 
sprinter, innocent of hat or coat. Once out- 
side he disappeared, and the police can find no 
trace of him. 

Detective Bailey meanwhile was left to 
pound and call for aid. door was too 
strong to be broken down, and when he at- 
teinpted to go over the transom he found it 
too narrow. A passing chambermaid heard 
the cries of the imprisoned man and let him 
out with a passkey, but it was too late. The 
Frenchman had escaped. 

Dumas or Moore is a slim-built man, five 
feet and eleven inches in height, and at the 
time of his hurried departure he wore the 
trousers and waistcoat of a gray suit of 
clothes, a blue Madras shirt, * light-brown 
whiskers trimmed French fashion, to a point 
at the chin. His numerous baggage is at the 
Palmer House waiting the settlement of the 
bill of the owner. 


IT MAY CALL OUT A STATEMENT. 


The Montgomery Defense of Dr. Scudder 
Not Well Received by Mr. Dunton. 

Frank H. Dunton refrained yesterday from 
making answer to the defense offered by the 
Rev. M. W. Montgomery on behalf 
of Dr. Henry M. Seudder, who died 
while confined in the Courty Jail awaiting 
trial for the alleged murder of Mrs. Dunton, 
his mother-in-law. But Mr. Dunton was in 
consultation with his attorneys several times 
during the day and again last night, and it is 

robable that an r statement may be 

rawn out by the publication of the Mont- 
gomery story. claimed by Mr. Dunton, 
his attorneys and his friends, that they are in 
possession. of evidence ever yet given 
to the public to prove conclusively 
that deliberate murder was done in the 
Dunton. That the case 
once more dragged before 
the public was neiandr pleasing to nor relished 
by Mr. Dunton, who in refusing to discuss it 
referred interviewers to his attorney, Edgar 
B. Tolmar. 

Mr. Tolman declared that the reverend de- 
fender erred frequently in the statement he 
published in the Independent. 

He, however, admitted one of the most 
important facts claimed by us, said Mr. Tol- 
man. “‘He admitted tts attempt of Dr. 
Scudder to carry off the box containing the 
will. ‘This act was what first aroused the 
suspicions of Mrs. Dunton’s relatives and led 
subsequently to the discovery of the forged 
will and the arrest of Dr. Scudder.“ 

Mr. Tolman took up each part of the Mont- 
gomery statement and set against it the evi- 
dence held by the State for use in the prose- 
cution of Dr. Scudder. In the refutation of 
Mr. Montgomery’s argument Mr. Tolman 
retold the story of the sensational 
crime just as the public has 
heard since it was first startled by the news 
of Dr. Scudder’s arrest, but he told nothing 
that was new, declining to divulge the knowl- 
edge which, it is claimed, would forever set 
at rest all doubt as to the alleged part played 
by Dr. Scudder in causing the death of Mrs. 
Dunton. : 

Mr. Tolman declared that he had nothing 
but sympathy for Dr. Scudder’s children. 
But,“ he said, I have no sympathy what- 
ever with the attempt some one is making 
to hold up as a saint and martyr 
a man whose career is marked with 
crime and hypocrisy. Mr. Montgomery’s 
article insinuates that Mr. unton’s 
family unnecessarily rsecuted an in- 
nocent man. We feel that Mr. Dunton and 
members of his family should stand ina 
proper light, and for that reason we may de- 
cide to make a statement of facts not hereto- 
fore given to the public.“ 

Mr. Tolman and Mr. Dunton were in 
consultation at Mr. Dunton’s home 
last night. The had learned 
that the Rev. Doremus Scudder has given out 
a long statement in defense of his brother. 
Mr. Tolman said that if there was found 
to be anything in it that demanded a 
reply one would be forthcoming. Such 
a reply would probably not contain any 
evidence bearing directly on the manner of 
the death of Mrs. Dunton, but it might in- 
clude letters reflecting on Dr. Scudder, and 
written at the time of the death of his sister, 
Mrs. Jones.

TPE CRUDE THEORIES OF A FREE 
TRADER. 

The junior Democratic organ thinks that no 

disturbance or inconvenience would result if 


the United States were to buy of England 


three or four hundred million dollars’ worth 
of goods made now in this country, thus 
throwing out of work the million men and 
women who make them, It says: 


If they [the English] made more goods for us it 
would take more men to make them, and these 
would be drawn from agriculture. 


The displacement of between three and 
four hundred million doliars’ worth of Amer- 
ican-made products by English goods would 
throw a million persons out of work here, but 
would not necessitate the employment of a 
million extra hands in England. Least of all 
would it necessitate taking them from agricul- 
ture. The total number of men employed m 
agricultural pursuits in England in 1881 was 
only about a million. It is not likely that 
they can be spared from farm work. The 
truth is few additional farm hands if any 
would be required in the factories. What- 
ever new hands they needed would be drafted 
from the redundant millions of the continent. 
They would not consume any more American 
meat or grain than they do now, for if more 
was eaten in England of American flour and 
meat that much less would be. eaten m Ger- 
many, France, and Belgium. 

It is easy to see that free trade and 1 
exportations of English goods to this country 
would add to the prosperity of English oper- 
atives. They would be better off than they 
are now. But a million American families

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CLEVELAND’S INTERFERENCE IN THE 
KING CASE. 


The inveterate proclivity of Grover Cleve- 
land to put himself on paper on every possible 
occasion, from the receipt of half a bushel of 
peanuts to some ponderous declaration on the 
tariff question, is likely to get him into 
trouble. His latest letter is addressed to the 
niece of the convicted murderer, Col. King of 
Tennessee, and while he pretends to dis- 
claim any intention of interfermg in the 
ease.“ he does so to the extent of his influence 


and thereby places himself in the position of 


seeking to thwart justice and the penalties of 
the law in Tennessee after they had been af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court in that State. 
Mr. Cleveland is careful to affirm that hie 
knows but little of the facts in the case and 
has slight information on the subject and 
rightly declares that under such circumstances 
he ought not to interfere. Then with that in- 
consistency which is peculiarly characteristic 
of the Stuffed Prophet he-eats his own words 
by saying:

for Cleveland im Tennessee, the desire for 
which evidently inspired this extraordinary 
letter published in yesterday’s Taisunz. . 

The case against Col. King is one of sucha 
serious nature that- any prudent man would 
have declined to interfere with the judgment 


of the courts, either directly, or indirectly, |

It should be remem- 
bered also that Congress has cut down by 
one-half, or by $2,500,000, the sum asked for 
aid by the directors. Does not this latter fact 
in itself demand that the directors shall care- 
fully scrutinize the rapid growth of their 
administration expenses and see if it cannot 
be arrested, and if a considerable retrench- 
ment is not practical without at all interfering 
with the work of construction? 

These are the real points in Tax Trreunr’s 
inquiry and it will strike all readers except 
those on the administration pay-roils as re- 
markable that any Chicago newspaper should 
assail and malign Taz Taisuns for calling the 
attention of the directors to them. If any 
economy can be applied in the management 
of the Fair without detriment to its interests 
then it is certainly their duty to do 80.

WHY THE KANSAS CE WANTS 
“ MORE Mn 45 


Mr, Justice Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court, who is a citizen of Kansas, 
said in an interview printed yesterday: 

The money question will be the great issue in 
Kansas this fall. The tariff will be secondary. 
The people think that with more money many of 
their present hardships will pass away. They 
don't care what kind of money they get. They 
favor free coinage of silver simply because tree 
silver means more moncy. 


This is a brief, judicial, and judicious state- 
ment of the state of mind ofa large number 
of Kansans. Not, however, of “the people 
of the State, the Judge using a word which is 
sweeping. The present 
“hardship” of those residents of Kansas to 
whom the Judge refers 1s that they have pos- 
session of other people's capital, which was 
loaned to them in thefurm of good money, 
which at tne time it was loaned was worth its 


| facein gold. They do not want to repay 


those loans in money as good as that which 
they borrowed, but in cheaper money—the 
cheapest they can lay their hands on will suit 
them best. In order to get this cheap mon- 
ey” with which to swindle their creditors they 


seek to make the United States the agent of 


the iniquity, and to destroy the sound curren- 
ey of this country. Such is the persistent pur 
pose of those men. 

There are other men in Kansas, and Tun 
Trisunz hopes they are in the majority, who 
are opposed to this scheme of dishonesty. 


: Some of them are creditors: themselves, and 


are naturally against a scaling down of their 
Credits. Some of them are debtors, but they 
are honest ones, whose consciences tell them

TARDY ACTION OF THE DRAIN AGE BOARD. 
The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age Board has submitted a report on the 
route between Bridgeport and Summit. In 
its report the committee says: 
The committee deems the canal route to be ex- 
pedient under allthe circumstances on the sup- 


position that to procure the necessary right of 
way will present no special difficulties. In order 


to settle this question beyond doubt the commit- 


tee has already entered upon the necessary nego- 
tiations and will report finally in the premises as 
soon as conclusions are reached. 

There can be no special difficulties about 
the right of way, because the committee starts 
with the canal strip, 240 feet wide, without 
expense. If it should be found that it did not 
furnish room enough for piling the clay and 
gravel which could not be disposed of im- 
mediately to the brickmakers or for filling, it 
would be cheaper to rent a strip of land along 
the canal on which to spoil it than to pay 
large sums for a wider right of way on whieh 
to heap it up temporarily. The rental value 
of most of the land along the canal is very 
low. 

Therofore the committee should have re- 
ported definitely in favor of the canal route, 
and the board should have indorsed it and set 
the dredges to work as quickly as possible. 
Too much time has been lost already. The 
board seeing the need of speedy relief should 
have ordered the letting of contracts for the 
deepening and widening of the canal last Jan- 
uary. Had that been done the dredges would 
have been far along before this, and the citi- 
zens would have seen that something was be- 
ing done to guard their drinking water against 
sewage pollution. Seven or eight months 
have been wasted. It is to be hoped no more 
time will be thrown away, and that the canal 
route will be adopted definitely at the next 
meeting of the board, and work ordered to be 
commenced.

MICHIGAN SPRING WHEAT I8 INFERIOR. 


The Yield Will Be Fairly Large, but the 
Weather Was Unfavorable. 

Lansinc, Mich., Aug. 11.—[ Special. ]-—The 
Michigan crop report, issued today, esti- 
mates the average yield of wheat per acre 
at 14.02 bushels in southern, 15.34 bush- 
els in central, and 17.04 bushels in 
the northern counties. These estimates are 
based on the total acreage sowed. Thirty per 
cent of the correspondents in the southern 
four tiers of counties report wheat badly 
shrunken and of poor quality. Nearly all the 
others report it to be of ab. ut average quality. 
In the central counties about one-sixth of the 
correspondents report winter wheat shrunken 
and of poor — 

They all agree the quality of spring 
wheat is inferior. Northern counties report 
wheat good and secured in good condition. 
The total number of bushels re 
marketed by farmers in July is 682,611, and 
the total number of bushels marketed 
during the twelve months August-July, 
is 16,749.915, which is 1,239,234 bushels more 
than was repo in the same months last 
year and 56 per cent of the estimated crop of 
1891. Oats in the Southern and Northern 
counties are estimated to yield thirty-three 
bushels and in the central counties thirty-two 
bushels to the acre. condition of corn 
for the State is 80 per cent, potatoes 82, and 
hay 109 per cent of an average crop.

| Blame, as He Was Not Informed What 

| Yhey Were For, and Was Not Allowed 

to Pipe the Holes—Witnesses Tell What 

rey Know About Increased Cost of 
Using Compressed Air. 


ee Miller began the presentation of. the 
ity’s evidence before the Onderdonk arbi- 
trators yesterday. : 

Capt. Edward E, Napier was the first wit- 
ness called by the city. He testified that he 
was employed by Engineer Artingstall to 
make borings on the proposed line of the four- 
mile tunnel. The witness did not know the 
object of the borings, and, as he had never 
done work of that kind before, relied wholly 
upon Mr, Artmgstall's directions. Capt. Na- 
pier was anxious to pipe the bore holes, but 
the engineer objected and it was not done. 
The witness was sure that it was not possible 
to get reliable borings without piping the 
holes to prevent the influx of foreigu mate- 
rials. Samples were taken every time the 
auger was drawn up for cleaning—every three 
or four feet. 

His instructions, he thought, indicated that 
the only object was to discover the presence 
or absence of rock and not to determine the 
character of the soil. His understanding was 
that the borings were for the use of the city 
only. The witness said that the bormgs were 
made about 500 feet north of the tunnel. So 
far as he knew the material on the line of the 
borings was of solid consistency. What the 
character of the earth between the boreholes 
might be he could not say. The note books 
and records of the borings were turned in to 
Mr. Artingstall, and the witness has not seen 
them since that time. He was positive that 
he did not strike quicksand or silt. He could 
not say that the soil on the line of the tunnel 
was notdifferent from that encountered in his 
borings, because they were 500 feet north of 
the tunnel. 
He did not assert that his borings were 
reliable. He believes that they were not, ana 
he was sure that reliable borings could not 
be made bythe method employed. He pro- 
tested he said against that inaccurate method, 
but was given to understand that the borings 
were not to be used as the basis of specifica- 
tions. His instructions were to bore to a cer- 
tain depth and toaetermine whether rock or 
stone would be encountered. Capt. Napier 
believed that Mr. Lyd on of the city engineer- 
ing force. told him that the burings were 
solely for the city’s use. 

Ex-Commussioner of Public Works, William 
H. Purdy was then called. He was at the 
head of the Department of Public. Works, 
from April 1889 to April 1891, and as such was 
familiar with the Onderdonk contract. He 
identified letters which passed between him 
and Mr. Onderdonk about July 19 and 21, 
1889. r. Purdy’s understanding 
wag that $18 was finally settled as 
the price of each of the two 
six-foot tunnels up to a point 600 feet east of 
the gdvernment pier. yond that point he 
understood the price was left for future ad- 
justment; that 1 was understood to 
be made upon a basis of $27.50 for an eight- 
foot tunnel. Mr. Purdy was asked why two 
six-foot tunnels were built instead of one 
eight-foot tunnel. He replied that the char- 
acter of the soil waa such that it was impossi- 
ble to make a drift eight feet in diameter, 
while it was possible to make two six-toot 
drifts. 

Was there ever anything said about a 
charge for extras on account of the character 
of earth encountered!“ 

Nothing which could in any way bind the 


Commissioner of Public Works. There were 


many conferences about the matter.“ 

Did you do anything or say anything 
which would leave the price of the eight-foot 
tunnel open for future adjastinent?”’ 

„I had that in mind all the while, but I con- 
sidered the contract price as final, so far as the 
Commissioner of Public Works was concerred. 
I sup there would be a conference much 
like this one when the work was finished to 
settle matters of difference.”’ 

Mr. Robbins declined to cross-examine Mr. 
Purdy, complimenting him upon the scrupu- 
lous fairness of his answer to ali questions. 

Ex-Commissioner George B. Swift was then 
examined briefly, but nothing further of im- 
portance was develuped. : 

J. H. Stanley, a city sewer and tunnel in- 
spector, was the next witness. He testifies 

at Engineer Artingstall told him that the 
Peck court shaft was to be sunk in good clay. 

Bernhard Feind, ex-First Assistant City En- 
gineer, who had resident charge of the Onder- 
donk tunnel from its inception, mber, 
1887, to July, 1889, and after that was super- 
vising engineer of the work, then took the 
stand. He detailed the methods resorted to 
in making borings subsequent to those of 
Capt. Napier, regarding which borings he said 
that they were admittedly faulty and inac- 
curate. 

Those borings were found to be not only 
inaccurate, but misleading, and did just the 
reverse of what was intended.”’ 

Questioned by Mr. McGillen, Engineer 
Feind testified that at the time of the intro- 
duction of the compressed air system the 
ground was of such a nature that to continue 
the tunnel would have been almost impossible 
had not air or freezing been resorted to. Asked 
whether, in case it had been impossible to use 
air, it would have been cheaper to go down to 
bed rock than to use the freezing process, Mr. 
Feind replied: I know a cheaper way than 
either; to abandon the tunnel altogether and 
begin a new one. 

n. Sooy Smith testified that $50.60 would 
be a fair estimate for working an eight-foot 
tunnel under the conditions encountered by 
Mr. Onderdonk. The contract prices were 
ae $27.50 and $29.50,

employés are the new quarters in the rear end 
of Battery D of. the Central Detail ana First 
Precinct policemen.

It 
faces the Illinois Central railway tracks, the 
noise from the engines being so great and in- 
cessant that the police and public telephones 
are rendered practically useless, The officers 
claim there are no accommodations to lock 
up or even hang up rubber coats or anything 
else. Application was made for window- 
screens to keep out the flies, but the officers 
claim the city administration refused that re- 
quest.

LORD ALFRED TENNYSON’S BIRTHDAY. 


The Poet 83 Years Old—Congratulations 
from America~His Home Near Hasle- 
mere. 

Lord Tennyson celebrated his birthday last 
Sunday in his house at Aldworth, near Hasle- 
mere. He received a number of congratu- 
latory cable messages from America. 

Alfred Tennyson was born in 1809 at his 
father’s parsonage at Somerby, Lincolnshire. 
His father began his education and then sent 
him to Trinity College, Cambridge, His first 
published work was in 1880, Poems, Chiefly 
Lyrical.“ After he wrote Ia Memoriam 
the mantle of Wordsworth fell upon him, and 
in 1850 he was appointed Poet Laureate. In 
December, 1883, he accepted a Peerage as 
Baron Tennyson of Aldworth, Sussex, and of 
Freshwater, Isle of Wight. 

The poet’s new house (new in 1887) stands 
in a charming bit of Sussex landscape, far 
from the beaten track, lest the crowd ‘should 
follow. The old seaside home 1s still used for 
a portion of the Jeg but in this house at 
Haslemere Tennyseéa lives most of his now 
tading life. It is pitched high, on a richly 
wooded ridge whence the eye may sweep a 
landscape teeming with al) varied luxuri- 
ance of the garden of England. Those most 
familiar with his works say that Tennyson’s 
later poems were inspired by the hills that 
surround his Sussex home, in contrast to the 
earlier ones, influenced by the flat expanses of 
Lincolnshire. where he spent his young days. 
He has buried his home amid trees. They 
stand all around like a thick phalaux of sen- 
tries, keeping grim watch and ward over the 
strange man who will be heard but will not be 
seen. Inside the inner ring there are gardens 
trim and pretty, though no especial pride is 
taken in anything outside the walls. The 
garden of his Isle of Wight house was more 
picturesquely ragged than elegantly adorned. 

Since he accepted Mr. Gladstone’s peerage 
(though he will live as plain Alfred Tennyson) 
he has favored society with more of his pres- 
ence if not of his graciousness. In return for 
his baronetey Tennyson gave one vote in the 


House of Peers—it was his first and soon after 


his elevation—on Gladstone’s side in extend- 
ing the franchise, but ever since then his ut- 
terance and his sympathies have been in the 
opposite direction. Since the death of his 
favorite son in 1886 he has been less in 80 
ciety. Tennyson has his circle—a small one— 
of intimates, and they are celebrities like 
himself. For he is a philosopher, a student of 
science, politics, and art, and enjoys uphold- 
ing his own dogmatic views with the foremost 
apostle of each cult. He gathers a handful at 
a time around him, and rare must be the talk 
that wings its way up the chimney instead of 
recording itself for the delight of the humble 
world beyond the walls of Haslemere.

Martin, father and mother of the Hon. George

INVITATIONS TO TH E NAVAL REVIEW. 


Preparations for the Ceremonies in Hamp- 
ton Roads Next April. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special. |— 
The State Department has acted promptly on 
the provision in the Naval Appropriation act 
authorizing the President to issue invitations 
to foreign powers to participate in the naval 
review in Hampton Roads and New York 
harbor in April next. Invitations have al- 
ready been prepared and are being sent out 
today through the usual diplomatic channeis 
to every country possessing the slightest 
semblance of a naval craft. It is said an act 
of Congress will be necessary to give the 
United States temporary control of the water 
of New York harbor. Additional appropria- 
tions will also be necessary to pay the extra 
seamen required for the new ships and for the 
entertainment of the visitors. 1 000 is 
little more than sufficient for paying for the 
construction of the caravels building in 
Spain. Admiral Gherardi learned officiall 
yesterday that he is to have charge of the af- 
fair and that it is the purpose of tne depart- 
ment to have all the available new vessels 
participate, including those at foreign sta- 
tions. It is understood that the ships on the 
Pacific coast, except the Monterey, will be 
started around in season to reach here for the 
review. The authorities are getting nervous 
over the slow progress made on some of the 
new ships. yond the Detroit, Montgom- 
ery, Bancroft, Machias, and perhaps 
Raleigh and Marblehead there is no certainty 
that any additions to the vessels in commis- 
sion will be made between now and next 
April. The Carnegie strike it is feared will 
prevent the completion of the New York in 
season for the event.

More Delay Coming in the Settlement of 


Postmastears’ Accounts.

sailing vessels than those of all other nations 
combined, with the single exception of Mex- 
ico itself. a

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Street to Be Driven Next Thursday 
Operation to Begin Immediately—Prep- 
' gmration for the World’s Fair Business— 


Enlargement of the Equipment—What 


the Road’s Carrying Capacity Will Be— 
Through Trains to Jackson Park. . 

The last spike in the Alley L.“ road’s 
structure, between Fortieth and Fifty-first 
street, will be driven by next Thursday and 
the new extension will be put into immediate 
operation. Trains will be run at four-minute 
intervals from about 6 a.m. to 9 p.m., and the 
time from Congress street to Fifty-first street 
will be twenty-four minutes. There will be 
no celebration, such as attended the opening 
of the road last June. 

The extension to Fifty-first street adds a 
mile and five-eighths to the line, It brings 
into use four new stations and it opens, the 
company claims, a field of new and lucrative 
business, 

“We are adding 120 cars to our equipment,” 
said President Barnard, yesterday, and are 
making arrangements to increase the 
number of the locomotives. This is, of 
course, in anticipation of the business 
the road will do next year. We 
shall not attempt the extension to Englewood 
this year. All of our efforts are needed on the 
line of the World’s Fair grounds, Work on 
the Sixty-third street loop has been somewhat 
delayed owing to the strike at Homestead and 
the subsequent failure of iron work to arrive, 
but altogether the construction is proceeding 
at a satisfactory rate. Meanwhile the machin- 
ery works more smoothly every day, and the 
operation of the road becomes easier. It is no 


small matter to put a railroad system into 


use, as every engineer knows.”’ 
Bridge Over the Illinois Central Tracks. 


Plans for the bridge over which the L 
road trains will cross the Illinois Central’s 
elevated tracks at Sixty-third street were sent

But even if a loop be nut obtainable in 
time, there are ways in which the road can in- 
crease its facilities. One of these is by the 
construction ofathird track on Sixty-third 
street, together with five or six long sidings in 
9 alley between Fortieth and Congress 

reets. 


Carrying Capacity of the Road, 


“Carrying capacity depends upon the sched- 
That is prob- 
ably clear to anybody. ‘the time-table of a 
local train is based upon the speed an engine 
can make while at the same time stopping at 
many stations. Our locomotives are all built 
with a considerable reserve power. They by 
no means show their speed at present. We 
had in mind when they were designed the in- 
stitution of express trains, such as are run to 
Harlem on the Sixth avenue line in New York. 
Express trains at present are impossible. 
But had we the sidings and the third tracks on 
Sixty-third street—where, indeed, we have 
the right to build one—we could send trains 
to the Fair grounds, making but two or three 
stops. The local train service would not be 
interfered with in any way. The builders

It was free from the annoying, 
whizzing sound of the trolley-car. It ascend- 
ed the grades without an appreciable loss of 
speed and was apparently as complete a suc- 
cess as any one could desire. 
How the Car Is Controlled, 

When the car goes down hill it is not neces- 
sary to use the brake at all, urless it is desired 
to bring the car to a perfect standstill. By a 
turn of a lever the momentum of the car is 
set at work storing up electricity again in the 
batteries, so that when they reach bottom 
of the hill they have more power aboard than 
at the top. motor is converted into a dy- 
namo or generator of force, and it is the gen- 
eration of electricity by. the effect of gravity 
in carrying the car down hill whieh acts upon 
the wheels to cause them to move more slowly. 
The brake is not used at ali in this operation. 
The same stor of electricity is made when 
the car is slo up for stopping anywhere. 
The momentum is used to restock the bat- 
tenes. It is said that on one trip on which an 
exact record was kept 17 per cent of tha elec- 
tricity drawn from the batteries was returned 
po Gon aor by the saving made when going

ut the practice was chan last winter, and 
it has not been found t the machinery 
suffers at all from it. The construction of 
the machinery is said to be such that it can 
never be destroyed by àn excessive amount 
of electricity, as is not infrequently the case 
with the trolley cars. There is a given 
amouat of electricity in the batteries; the 
machinery is built accordingly, No more can 
be taken on suddenly, as is the case some- 
times with the trelley car, and there is no 
possible way in which the machinery can thus 
be burned out. 

The invention forstoring up electricity when 
the car runs down hill was applied to the cars 
on the now discontinued Beverly and Dan vers 
road, which was run as an experimental line 
before the Milford road was built, and where 
the Milford people got their idea, but there 
have been many improvements in the ma- 
chinery even since this road was started a year 
ago last April. The plant consists of two sixty- 
horse power engines and two twenty-light 
dynamos, six cars, the tables on which the 
trays of batteries stand when they are being 
charged, and the station-house for the engines 
and for storage of the cars.

On each side of the car, 
but above these buttons, andso high that they 
cannot be reached unless by a person standing, 
is another row of buttoas which tne conductor 
presses when he registers the . At each 
end of the car over the platform is one elec- 
tric button for the conductor to use in signal- 
ing the driver and one for reg ing the fares.
